Carl G ilm ester, 2220 
Michel street, a laborer in the em ­ 
ploy of the John Gund Brew ing com ­ 
pany, was arrested last S aturday ev. 
ewing at his hom e on com plaint of 
his family and is now confined at the 
central 
police station aw aiting an 
exam ination for his sanity.

B ut with the assistance of j 
neighbors he was overpow ered and j 
held until the police arrived, and he 
was removed to th e 
centra*! police 
station. 
Had Been Drinking 
During the afternoon 
G ilm eister 
spent considerable tim e about the sa­ 
loons in the city and about 4 o ’clock 
rode with a farm er to the saloon of 
I. Ikert on the Mormon Coulee road, 
w here he stopped for a short time. 
T here he told friends th a t he intent!, 
ed to leave them when it got w arm ­ 
er. 
His actions at the saloon were con­ 
sidered by those at the place to be 
like an insane man and when he left 
the saloon he was in a stupified con­ 
dition from th e effects of liquor. 
On arriving a t his hom e it Is alleg­ 
ed th ere was a row which is suppos­ 
ed to have inspired his act. 
According to reports about 
the 
city today, he attem pted to tak e his 
life last W ednesday, but he was dis­ 
covered by his family and prevented. 
He is about 50 years of age. 
Dr. G e o r g e Powell and Dr. Rowles 
have been appointed by Judge B rin d ­ 
ley to exam ine

Gilm eister, 
who tried to com m it suicide by h an g ­ 
ing himself.
